universally circulated so that people might 
re-id it and learn to restrain their perni- 
cious desires.

was equivalent to saying that the taking 
of opium or arsenic in small quantities 
was not injurious but strengthening to 
the moral character.

JAMES BOWIE AHD HI8 KNIFE. 


James Bowie lay for months in his bed, 


in the city of Natchez, before he recover- 
ed from his wound. He was a man of 
much mechanical ingenuity, and while 
thus confined whittled from a piece of 
white pine the model of a hunting-knife, 
which he sent to two brothers named 
Blackman, in the city of Natchez, and 
told them to spare no expense in making 
a duplicate of it in steel. This was the 
origin of the dreaded bowie-knife. It was 
made from a large saw-mill file, and its 
temper afterward improved upon by the 
Arkansas blacksmith. This is all that 
can be told about the origiu of that death 
dealing implement. 


Since James Bowie became somewhat 


prominent in his effort* to advance the 
spread of republican institutions, it is 
proper to speak of what he did. 
He 


seemed to have a natural disposition to 
protect the weak from the strong. 
At 


one time he was riding through the par- 
ish of Concordia, La., and saw a man 
lashing his slave with his whip. He told 
the man to desist, but he was met with 
curses. 
He dismounted from his horse, 


wrested the whip from the master and 
laid it over his shoulders. This led to a 
shooting-match, in which the slave-owner 
was badly wounded. Bowie, after sub- 
mitting himself to the law, paid the doc- 
tor's bill, purchased the slave at double 
his value, and gave him his freedom. 


In after years a Methodist preacher 


told the writer this: lie said he was one 
of the first Methodist ministers sent to 
Texas by the Methodist Conference. 
He 


traveled on horseback, crossing the Miss- 
issippi below Natchez; that the first day 
after crossing the Mississippi river he was 
overtaken by a horseman dressed in buck- 
skin, armed with rifle, pistol and knife. 
They entered into conversation, and he 
found him to be intelligent, pleasant, and 
well acquainted with the geography of the 
country. 
Neither one inquired the name 


or business of the other. Both were aim- 
ing at the same destination, Texas. 
Fi- 


nally they reached a new town filled with 
wild, desperate characters from other 
States. He posted a notice that he would 
preach at the Court House the first even- 
ing of his arrival there. At the hour 
named he found the rude 
structure 


thronged to overflowing—with mon only. 
He gave out a hymn, and all joined in 
singing, and sung it well, but when Jie an- 
nounced his text and attempted to preach 
one brayed in imitation of an ass, another 
hooted like an owl, etc. 
He disliked to 


be driven from his purpose, and attempt- 
ed again to preach, but was stopped by 
the same species of interruption. 
He 


stood silent and still, not knowing whether 
to vacate the pulpit or not. 
Finally his 


traveling companion, whom he did not 
know was in the house, arose in the midst 
and with stentorian voice, said : "Men, 
this man has come here to preach to you. 
You need preaching to, and I'll be d 
d 


if he shan't preach to you! The next 
man that disturbs him shall fight me. 
My name is Jim Bowie." The preacher 
said that after this announcement he 
never had a more attentive and respect- 
ful audience, so much influence had 
Bowie over that reckless and dangerous 
element.

The London Times, in the course of a 


long article reviewing the wonderful pro- 
gress of the United States, as shown by 
the last census returns', says: 


"A nation has never exhibited a more

Since 1870, more than 
11,500,000 have been added to the popu- 
lation, at a rate of 30 per cent, increase. 
Except China and Great Britain and Rus- 
shf, no government can count more sub- 
jects. In the number of citizens mo\ed 
by similar impulses, and recognizing com- 
mon ends, the British Empire itself 
yields to the Great Republic. Fifty mil- 
lions of human beings in a land like 
America, more than match the 8(5,000,- 
000 of European and Asiatic 
Russia.

The law and order people of Cincinnati 


have elected their Mayor by a majority 
of over 2,500. The regular Republican 
candidate, Charles Jacob, who is the 
present incumbent, refused to enforce the 
ordinances relative to drinking saloons, 
gambling dens, and low variety theatres, 
relying for his re-election upon that ele- 
ment of society which carried on and sup- 
ported these places, in addition to the 
advantage of a majority, which a Demo- 
cratic candidate had to overcome. The 
Cincinnati Gazette, the leading Republi- 
can paper, refused to support Jacob, and 
urged the election of William Means, a 
decent Democrat 
The contest waxed 


hot, party lines were relaxed, and the 
campaign resolved itself into the question, 
Shall L;w, order and decency prevail, or 
shall tlio town be given into the control 
of rogues, blacklegs, and brothel keepers? 
The result was a complete triumph over 
the baser element. There is a lesson in 
this which Bristol has already learned. 
It is this: Efficient officers, those who at- 
tend to their duty, and see that the laws 
enacted for the government of the town', 
will bo sustained by the people, while 
those who pander to that class who violate 
and CNade the law, stand a first rate 
chance of being repudiated by the people 
at the ]>oUs, in the event of their desiring 
a future election. 


TO *«II»E BY THE DECI- 


SION. 


The action of the Committee in exone- 


rating Miss Anna Scull, Principal of the 
Hunter Girls' Grammer School, of Phila- 
delphia, of the charges of abusing the re- 
ligious* creed of her Catholic scholars, has 
created a great deal of feeling among the 
Catholic residents whose children were 
sent to this school. On last Sunday even- 
ing, R<>v. Father Barry, pastor of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, corner of Lehigh 
Avenue and Boudinot street, Philadel- 
phia, arose during the mission services 
and in a special announcement from the 
altar said: 


"In view of the recent unjust decision 


rendered by the special Committee of In- 
vestigation of the Nineteenth section 
School Board in regard to the case ol 
Miss S.jull, I request all Catholic parents 
of this section who hare children attend- 
ing the public schools to withdraw them 
from such schools until a more definite de- 
cision lias been reached in the matter.'' 


In consequence of this announcement 


there were many empty seats in the pub- 
lic schools of the nineteenth section, in 
which a large number of Catholic chil- 
dren reside, who attend the public schools. 
The examination sliowed that Miss Scull 
was not guilty of the charges brought 
against her, and so the committee de- 
cided. It will not do for any sect or 
any religion to try to interfere with the 
management of the public schools of this 
Commonwealth. They were created, and 
are sustained by the whole people for the 
purpo.se of giving a sufficient education 
to all classes of children, not regarding 
the religious belief or social standing ol 
their parents. Any attempt to modify 
this standard is always promptly met by 
an emphatic disapproval. 
Sectarianism 


is taught in sectarian schools. 
Reading 


a chapter in the Bible to the scholars by 
the teacher is not sectarianism. 
Teach- 


ing facts from history is not sectarianism. 
If Catholic children, or the children ol 
any other religious belief, are not to 
hear or these things, the only safe reined; 
is to withdraw "hem from the public 
schools, and place them in the charge ol 
teachers of their own peculiar views.

It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Charles Scribner made 
it a condition of the sale that the name of 
Scribner's Magazine and the firm name of
